F'nrbucn N 
one of thtt tuost noted ruining districts 
In Mexico, and It Is wild by guologliu 
that this remarkable spiked mountain 
Is out of keeping with the remainder 
of tlio formation of the mineralized 
region. The stono Is as hurd as flint 
and has withstood the elements for 
ages. The spikes form a natural bat- 
tlement that makes the mountain ap- 
pear from a dlstauco uUo Homo ancient 
fort.
